aemelton Farm was established 

Black, one the sons Moses 
Black who came this country 1860. 
had head imported from the Isle 
Guernsey 1915 through his agent, Mr. 
Peer and developed the herd from 
those imports. The first herd sire was Flor- 
ham Squire purchased 1916. 

The Raemelton name came from the 
family hometown Ireland. 1892, Mr. 
Black married Jessie Baxter, and they 
had four children: John, Robert, Donald 
and Roger. Prior establishing the farm, 
Frank Black founded the Ohio Brass Com- 
pany 1888. the early years they made 
the necessary fittings for the electric street 
car. They branched out Canada and 
Georgia, well throughout Ohio. Insu- 
lators for high tension lines well the 
cherry pickers used electric companies 
for line repair were but few their prod- 
ucts. There also electrical research 
laboratory that was dedicated honor 
Frank Black, idea Roger Black’s. 
The Ohio Brass Company merged with the 
Hubbell Company Connecticut 1978. 
Frank Black also served vice president 
the Baxter Stove Company and direc- 
tor Citizens National Bank, the Seneca 
Chain Company and the Humphreys Manu- 
facturing Company. The Black family also 
owned and operated the Clear fork Ski Area 
Butler, Ohio. 

Bottling began 1911 when friends 
urged Black add cattle his farm 
horses, pigs, chickens, and provide them 
with milk. Thus began the bottling and sell- 
ing which included both on-farm sales 
and milk routes those who couldn’t get 
the farm. Upon Frank’s death 1937, his 
son Roger Black carried the Raemelton 
tradition earnest and became very much 


receipt within one the original glass Raemelton 

showed quarts .20 cents each and 
pint coffee cream was .12 cents. The quart bottle

ing plant. The bottling and selling the 
public the Golden Guernsey raw milk 
continued untii April 1992. 

major tragedy for the Guernsey farm 
occurred January 1955 when the 
Raemelton Farm breeding establishment 
burned the ground. included the large 
milking barn where the Golden Guernsey 
milk supply was produced, the old horse 
stable converted into box stalls and feed 
and hay storage, well the farm ma- 
chinery shed. The farm dwelling and the 
Golden Guernsey processing building at- 
tached the box stall building and the calf 
barn were saved. There were head 
registered Guernseys lost the fire. The 
balance the herd was temporarily housed 
and milked the Raemelton riding com- 
plex the farm. The barn that burned was 
constructed 1921. Roger Black rebuilt 
the barns brick and metal yet that fall and 
continued Golden Guernsey raw milk 
processor. 

The Raemelton Dairy had only four man- 
agers over the span years from 1913 until 
Elizabeth Black, Roger’s widow ended the 
dairy the early 90s after Roger’s death 
1991. Jack Kullman was the first herd 
manager, followed Otto Kline (side note 
from Ralph: was married Mary who 
was Hap Houston’s secretary Franchester 
Farm, another prominent Ohio Guernsey 
herd.), followed Brown who retired 
April 1961 which time Ralph Tur- 
ley took over. 

The Guernsey herd developed the new 
facilities and, under the intense breeding 
program superintendent and manager 
Ralph Turley, became one the outstand- 
ing Guernsey herds the United States. 
Ralph was avid showman and therefore 
developed numerous show winners, the 
records outstanding show cows testify. 
Production was also important and over 
the years there were many, many 100,000 
pound lifetime milk records, proving 
Ralph’s longtime philosophy the impor- 
tance longevity. Perhaps most important 
all, however, was their participation and 
support the American Guernsey Cattle 
Club (now the American Guernsey As- 
sociation) programs every aspect. This 
helped establish Raemelton one the 
popular “stopping in” places for Guernsey 
travelers the world over. Raemelton genet- 


Until insurance dictated stop tours, 
Raemelton had school tours from the last 
March until well into the summer for over 
years. University judging teams visited 
every year sharpen their skills before Na- 
tional contests each fall. 

Many the Black family still reside 
the Mansfield area and are active partici- 
pants the community. The dairy barns 
are now gone the farm and currently the 
Raemelton Therapeutic Equestrian Pro- 
gram provides services the region with 
their horses and therapeutic programs. 
large portion the original 2,000 acres has 
been developed and surrounds the farm 
the city Mansfield. 

But the legacy the Raemelton Guern- 
sey herd continues the current bloodlines 
Raemelton Andys Perfection, Raemelton 
Deacons Fashion, Mar Ral Royal Mentor, 
Mar Ral Tiller Mission and more. After 
Roger’s death and Elizabeth’s decision 
end the dairy, the Turleys retained many 
the cows and housed them Villa Crest 
where the Raemelton blood lines continue 
influence the breed.
